1.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Great excitement 
prevailed in railroad circles here today 
over the ejection of a carload of ‘‘scab"’ 
railway employés en route from Indian- 
apolis and Louisville to relieve the 
strike on the San Astenioand Arati- 
eas Pass road. The railway men had 
learned of theif coming, and when the 
train arrived a large crowd was congre- 
gated at the depot, One man shouted: 
“Out the hose and dropthe car out,’’ 
and the air- e hose was severed in 
an instant. hen the train started up. 
the mob having failed to disconnect the 
enginéer’s sighal cord, the bell in the 
cab tang and the train stopped again. 
By this time all the engine whistles 
in the yard an to blow, and it 
seemed as though bedlam had broken 
loose. A hundred men rushed into the 
sleeper, driving the Odccupaats, some 
forty telegra machinists 
and train bands, fröm the car and into 
the swamps heat by. Most of them 
were driven into a pond, through which 
ther floundered, followed by the infurt-

San Antonio (Tex.,) Jan. 1.—[By the 
Associased Press.] The alarm on the 
border over the Garza uprising ie be- 
coming intense. There are many start- 
ling rumors in circulation concerning 
the fate of the United States troops 
concentrated in Starr and Duval coun- 
ties. Garza is known to have a force of 
500 desperate men, and if 1000 Mexi- 
can troops who are reported to have 
mutdered Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, the 
commander at Mier, México, and de- 
serted, have made their way to Garza’s 
stronghold on te Texas side, their 
united forces would give Capt. Bourke 
and his 150 United States troops a hard 
figit. 

Gen. Stanley and other military au- 
thorities are very uneasy over not re- 
ceiving any information from the seat 
of war during the past forty-eight hours. 
It would impossible for Garza 
with a 200 mente capture 
Fort 0 nd the whole force of 
United States troops in that section of 
the frentier.

On the night of the goth ult. a train o 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad was stop 
at Glendale, west of St. Louis, by several 
masked robbers, who rifled the express car 
and carrfed off about $50,000 in coin, be- 
sides relieving Messenger Mulreins of hfs 
gold watch. The robbers made their es- 
cape, and for some days it looked as if no 
clew to their identity would ever be found. 

But Chief of Police Lawrence Harrigan 


of St. Louis and his men worked energet- | 
ically on the case, and soon knew who the 


robbers were. 

The next move was to catch them. The 
had separated after the robbery, and it too 
time to locate them. 

Detective Robert A. Pinkerton of New 
York was here on a visit and Chief Harri- 
gan telegraphed him that he felt certain 
two of the robbers were in California. 
Harrigan asked Pi~kerton’s codperation in 
the search for the m:n. 

On the 14th inst. Pinkerton received an- 
other telegram. It was to the effect that 
Marion Hedpeth, one of the robbers, had 
shipped a trunk to Oakland addressed to 
Fiorence A. Waterman. 

Chief Crowley received a similar tele- 
gram and he detailed Capt, Lees and Detec- 
tives Cody, Silvey and Byram to watch 
Wells, Fargo & Co.'s express office in Oak- 


land and capture the person who called for 


the trunk. 

A f. w days later a third dispatch was re- 

ceived to the effect that Albert Denton Sly, 
another of the robbers, was thought to be 
in Los Angeles. 

Detectives Byram and Pinkerton immedi- 
ately left for the south and after a few 
days’ search found Sly conducting a saloon 
in Los Angeles under the name of J. H. 
Denton. He was taken to the city hall and 
when searched the watch stolen from Mes- 
senger Mulreins was found on his person. 

Chief Crowley was telegraphed concern- 
ing the capture, and Capt. Lees went to Mo- 
desto to meet Pinkerton and Whittaker 
with their prisoner. The situation was ex- 
plained to Sly and he at once agreed to re- 
turn to St. Louis without extradition pa- 
pers. He was not brought here, but went 
to Sacramento via Lathrop witb Whittaker. 
Byram joined them there Sunday evening, 
and the twoleft on the night overland train. 

In the meantime Capt. Lees had returned 
to this city. and in company with Cody and 
Silvey continued the watch on the Oakland 
express office, 

It was about 11:30 Tuesday morning 
when a neatly dressed young woman en- 
tered the office and asked if there was a 
trunk there for Florence A. Waterman. 

No ma‘am,’’ replied the clerk, and he 
told the truth. for the trunk had previously 
been removed by the detectives. 

The woman looked flustered when she 
heard the answer, and hurried away. 

She evidently had her suspicions aroused, 
and fearing that she was being watched ran 
down the street. 

It was raining heavily at the time, but 
she did not seem to care either for rain or 
mud. She dashed through the puddles on 
the street crossings, and finally disap- 
peared in a private house a dozen blocks 
away from the express office. 

The detectives were close behind her and 
followed her into- the house. Before she 
had time to remove her rain coat they had 
her in charge. 

They asked her name. but she refused to 
answer. The other occupants of the house 
were then questioned. They knew nothing 
concerning the prisoner. She had, they 


said, rented a room an hour before on the 


pretense that she wanted it for a widowed 
sister who was to arrive from Salt Lake. 
After paying for the room she said that she 
was going to the express office for her sis- 
ter's trunk. 


She accompanied her captors across the 
bay without a murmur and was lodged in 
the city prison. Sbe was before Chief 
Crowley yesterday and again closely ques. 
tioned. She refused to answer any ques. 
tions. She would neither affirm nor deny 
that she was Hedpeth's wife. 

She was then put in charge of Matron 


"Gilmore, the prison hospital matron, who 


received instructions to allow no one to con- 
verse with her. 

The police ascertained yesterday that the 
diamonds she wore when arrested had been 
bought here. It is supposed that she ig 
Hedpeth's wife and that they were pur- 
chased with part of the stolen 3 

That Hedpeth is somewhere in the city 
is thought certain by the detectives. Now 
that he is aware of the arrest of the woman 
‘who called for the trunk, whether she be his 
wife or not, it will ve a dificult matter to 
catch him. He knowsthat the police have 
recognized him as one of the train robbers - 
and he will be on his guard. 

The authorities say that the trunk shipped 
by Hedpeth contained only 92 

At various times the Hedpeths have 
sumed the following aliases: Louis L. will- 
j jams, J. J. Morgan, Marion Woods, Marion 
Davis, — Armstrong, Samuel Davis, Marion 
Waterman, Mts. L. S. N. Williams and Fie 
ence Waterman. In Los Angeles last sum- 
mer be kept a restaurant under the name 
of Armstrong.

A Young ‘Mexican Ende iis Life by 
_ Morphine. 


He Was a Confirmed “Fiend,” and Being 
Unable to Break Off from the 
Habit, Task a Fatal 
Dose. 


One of those sad morphine poisoning 
cases that are becoming so common on 
this Coast came to the surface at the 
receiving hospital yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock, When a young Mexican 
named Sisto Sanchez drew his last 
breath and passed over the dark river 
that can be ferried but once during the 
lifetime of a human being. 

For some months past Sanchez, who 
was educated at the Santa Clara Coi- 
lege, and a few years ago was looked 
onasone of the most gifted. of Cali- 
fornia’s native sons, sought employ- 
ment in the Fashion livery stables on 
First, between Los Angeles and Wil- 
mington streets. 

He had become a confirmed morphine 
fiend and conld not ind employment at 
any other business; so he sought this 
avocation in a last effort to keep body 
and soul together, and for a time it was 
believed that he would recover from 
the terrible malady that was sapping 
his life's blood, but the drug that has 
taken off so many sons of the Golden 
State had taken possession of his very 
sonl and he was powerless to save him- 
self. so he gave way tothe cravings of 
the appetite and soon fotind himse t be- 
yond all hopes of a few life. 

He sank lower and lower. and night 
before last he made up his mind to end

A Hypnotist Hypnotized, 

A. J. Melvor Tyndall, a mind-reader 
whoeis said to rival Bishop in his feats 
of hypnotism and clairvoyance, and who 
has been giving public exhibitions in 
San Francisco for some time, lies in the 
receiving hospital in that city in a cata- 
leptic trance from which the most he- 
roic efforts of physicians fail to arouse 
him. Last Tuesday evening Tyndall 
left his lodgings and went out upon the 
street in his night clothes, running like 
a frightened deet for several blocks and 
then falling in a helpless state. 
The patient appears to be in 
a profound sleep, breathing regu- 
larly; he is insensible to pain and 
a pin thrust into the calf of his leg or 
through the skin on any part of his 
body fails to bring a wince. His mus- 
cles are perfectly flexible, but if one of 
his limbs: is lifted to the most strained 
and awkward position it remains there 
until a friendly hand. lowers it again to 
the bed. The man’s mind seems to be 
utterly cut off from the control of his 
body. After inhaling chloroform fora 
‘minute or two Tyndall appears to gain 
partial consciousness, but he soon re- 
turns to his cataleptic condition 
This is the second time that 
the man has been in the receiving hos- 
pital with a like prostration. The pre- 
ceding time he was brought out of the 
sleep and went away apparently well. 
Dr. Williams, wee police surgeon in 
charge of the hospital, said to an Ex- 
aminer reporter: 


Mind- reading is the very last business he 
should engagein. It is undoubtedly the 
} occasion of these attacks. The mental con- 
centration required by his feats, whether 
they are merely muscle-reading or not, 
produces a nervous excitement that lands 
him where you see him. Withina few days 
he has been driving a team through the 
streets blindfolded, picking out a selected 
name ina hotel register and that sort of 
thing. Heis organized just as Washington 
Irving Bishop was. I had Bishop for a pri- 
vate patient in San Francisco and this man 
will go just as he did. 

“All these abnormal psychological phe- 
nomena are so obscure as to their causes as 
to be persistently baffling. Hysteria, cata- 
lepsy, ecstacy, somnambulism, hypnotism 
and the rest of them puzzle us all, and I 
fear ever will. We know what brings on 
the attacks, but why the causes produce 
such effects is beyond us. Mental and phys- 
ical exhaustion, fright, grief, passion, or 
other strong excitement, will induceſnyste- 
ria and catalepsy. They result, of course, 
from a disurdered state of the nervous sys- 
tem, but where the anatomical seat of it is 
isn't known [tis agreed that hereditary 
nerve-instability is the most prolific cause. 

‘Speaking of hypnotism, mind-reading 
and that kind of thing. the doctor couatin- 
ued, the more one looks into the phenom- 
ena the less inclined he is to be contemptu- 
ous. Bishop was an extraordinary creat- 
ure, and so is this Tyndall. 

Beyond question, 
with a power which the rest of us do not 
possess. l am dispesed to believe that such 
pecullar organizations have what, for want 
of a better name, I may calla clairvoyant 
power to perceive what is going on in the 
minds of others. I don't commit myself to 
positive belief, you understand, but [ have 
seen things that other explanations do not 
explain. And hypnotism, what are we to 
make of thats Lhave seen Kennedy throw 
healthy men into a cataleptic condition, do 
their thinking “for them, command their 
senses and actions as if they were his own 
creations, and then restore them to their 


ago half a dozen of us doctors got Kennedy 
to give usa private exhibition with two 
men. I procured some aloeine, one of the 
bitterest substances known, a single grain 
of it being sufficient to produce nausea. 
Kennedy hypnotized the men, spoke tothem 
as if they were children and promised them 


for him to the postoffice. They behaved 
like a couple of delighted kids and chewed 
great quantities of the aloeine as if it were 
the sweetest kind ofa treat.

Lord Salisbury re- 
ceiveg today a special cable dispatch 
from Her Majesty's consul at Santos 
confirming the recent alarming reports 
in regard to the tetrible state of affairs 
there, growing out of the ravages of 
combined yellow fever and smallpox. 
Eighteen captaios of merchant vessels 
have died, either from black vomit or 
smallpox within two months. On some 
vessels the entire ship's company, offi- 
cers and crew, perished. It is estl- 
mated that at least two-thirds of the 
persons attacked have died. A great 
majority of the victims were emigrants 
and sailors. The consul says much 
greater mortality than now exists is 
looked for during the hot months of 


January and February.

HORSES HAVE GRIP, 


in San Francisco. 

SaN Francisco, Jan. 1.—[By the Associ- 
La grippe. which has been 
prevaient here this winter, has begun 
to affect horses and large numbers of 
them are sick with the disease. In- 
firmaries for animals are filled with 
sick horses. No large stubles have 
yet been seriously affected, the di- 
sease being most prevalent in the 
small stables of private individuals. 
The appearance of the disease in 
horses is marked by a disinclination for 
food, rough coat, repugnance for water 
in the early stages and feverish appe- 
tite for it later, running at the eyes and 
finally swelling of the glands of the 
nose, throat and other respiratory or-

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SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


The Year Just Past a Most Pros- 
perous One. 


Unprecedented Development in Both 
the Towns and Country. 


Many Industries Established and 
Trees and Vines Planted. © 


Santa Ana, Orange and Tastin, Three of 
the Most Prosperous Communities 
in the State — What Has 
Been Accomplished. 


The year 1891 has been a prosperous one 
for Orange county. Not in the history of 


ing of new soil, heretofore untouched by 
the implements of husbandmen, planting 
of trees and seeds and vines, and establish. 
ment of more important industries and 
general development than in the year 1891. 
Orange being strictly an agricultural and 
horticultural county, the greatest develop- 
ment has been made in the country in the 
increased acreage planted to wheat, corn, 
barley, potatoes, alfalfa, oranges, lemons, 
English walnuts, and in fact almost all 
varieties of both citrus and deciduous 
fruits. The diversity of our soil, in con- 
nection with our abundant water supply, 
affords an unparalleled opportunity 
for agricultural and horticultural de. 
velopment, which fact is best demonstrated 
inthe following figures taken from the 


County Assessor's official report for the 
— ending July 1. 1891: ange trees, 
aring, 89,260, not bearing, 51,769, 


lemon trees, bearing, 5097. not bearing, 
969; fig trees, bearing, 2617, not bearing, 
4985; apple trees,. bearing, 18,310, not 
bearing, 4477; pear trees, bearing, 11,828, 
not bearing, 7274: peach trees, bearing, 
11,931, not bearing, 3870; prune trees, 
bearing, 18,156, not bearing, 6057; plum 
trees, aring, 1126, not bearing, 565; 
apricot trees, bearing, 32,760, not bearing. 
4520; quince trees, Ceartae. 871, not bear- 
ing, 133: walnut trees, bearing, 24,309, 
not bearing, 50,812; barley, 50.000 acres, 
90,250,000 pounds; corn, 5000 acres, 
11,270,000 pounds. . 

By comparing the number of trees 7 
and not bearing a general idea can be ha 
of the extent of planting in the county for 
the past two years. It will be seen by the 
above figures that the English walnut tree 
is the popular favorite, there being more 
than twice.as many young trees now grow- 
ing than trees that are already in bearing. 
The time is not far distant when Orange 
county will be known as the home of the 
walnut the same as Riverside is known as 
the home of the Riverside Navel orange. 
The production of cereals in the vicinity is 
increasing in a remarkable manner, the 
past year being the largest in the histor 
of the county.. Corn and alfalfa, in the vi- 
cinity of Garden Grove and Westminster, 
yield annual. crops too large to be believed 
by the doubting Easterners fresh from the 
land of icicles and drifting snow until the 
localities are visited and the products 
viewed with their own eyes. 

Not only has there been great develop- 
ment on the surface of our gounty, but be- 
neath the coat of ‘emerald green on our 
hills and mountains are found deposits of 
gold, silver, quicksilver, galena, cement- 
rock, alabaster, gypsum, bituminous-rock, 
tin, copper, iron, chromium, petroleum, 
coal and mineral oils, much of which has 
been discovered in greater or less quanti- 
ties in the past two years. Beneath por- 
tions of our valley the geologist tells us are 
large deposits of natural gas, available 
as cheap fuel, which is essentialin the es- 
tablishment of manufacturing enterprises 
in Our business centers. Fairview, a small 
town three miles from Newport, already 
| has one gas well that furnishes tuel for a 
hotel and public bath house, and another 
one started, but on which work has been 


stopped on account of financial embarrass- 


ment of the parties pushing the enterprise. 
It is probable the development of this in- 
dustry will be renewed in some portion of 
the valley during the year 1892; 
and if the geologist’s predictions 
are true the establishment of a number 
of manufactories, such as creameries, can- 


neries, sugar cane and beet factories, 
cracker and starch factories, shoe fac- 
tories, orange box and grape crate 


factories, will be a direct result, as cheap 
fuel seems to be the all-important issue in 


California. Some ofthese factories have 
located in the county during the past year, 
and today are doing a large and satisfac. 
tory business. The permanent prosperity 
of any community is measured by the 
thoroughness with which it develops its re- 
sources and the opportunity it affords the 
masses in that community for labor and as. 
sistance in such development. The estab- 
lishment of these factories, a number of 
which are alrtady in operation in the 
county, and more in contemplation for the 
year 1892, will add greatly to the perma. 
nent prosperity of the various localities, 
furnishing labor for the masses and o 
portunities for the enterprising citizens to 
assist in the development of their several 
localities. ; 

Notwithstanding the fact that calamities 
have visited us the past few years the 
county has been moving onward and up- 
ward, and today is in a better condition 
with brighter prospects for 2 and 93 
than ever before. The outlook was never 
better. An air of prosperity seems to have 
permeated every locality and as a result 
the people are happy, contented and confi- 
dent of the future.

SANTA ANA. 

Santa Ana has made many valuable im- 
provements the past year. Several hand- 
some business blocks have been erected 
and more are in contemplation for the new 
year. Building in Santa Ana has never 
stopped since the boom, some of our most 
imposing structures being built in the quiet 
times following the undue excitement of 
1887 and 1888. The most important im. 
provement the city has made the past year 
was the construction of a $60.000 system 
of water works. The system is now com. 
pleted and Santa Ana enjoys a water ser- 
vice as efficient as any town or city of its 
size in the State. It has well-sprinkled 
streets, finely illuminated by gas and 
electric light by night, a telephone 
service, well-equipped lines of street 
railway, streets marked at their intersec- 
tion and houses numbered throughout the 
city. first-class hotels, two transcontinental 
railroads and one local road connecting the 
city with all seafaring vessels at Newport, 
planing milis, iron 
foundries and machine shops, together with 
many handsome brick business blocks, an 
abundant supply of street crossings and 
sidewalks, a public library, high school, 
churches of almost every religious denomi- 
nation and many other conveniences com- 
mon to a city of enterprising, pushing and 
liberal citizens.

RAILROAD. AFFAIRS, 
The Report of the State Railroad 
Commissioners. 


Some Interesting Data About Opera- 
tion of California Lines. 


Fighting a Famous Railroad Lawsuit 
in Washington. 


New ‘Through Line of Sleepers for Call- 
ifornia—Excursion Basiness to the 
Bay — General and Local 
Railroad Mention. 


The annual report of the State Board 
of Raitroad Commissioners has been is- 
sued from the State printing office. In 
the preface the commissioners say: 

„We have heard and determined 
thirty-two cases thus far and in nearly 
every case relief has been granted to 
the complainants. In this, our twelfth 
annual report, we have eliminated most 
all of the details and statistical matter 
that has heretofore been the custom to 
embody herein and have submitted for 
publication the material matter that 
has gone to make up the essential fea- 


commission. This part of our report 
we deem very essential, as it gives to 
the people of California the general 
formula of all cases presented and aids 
those having grievances to set forth 
their cause of complaint in a simple 
form. At the last session of the Legis- 
lature an act was passed requiring all 
officers, boards of officers, commission- 
ers,’ etc., to make their reports to the 
Governor on or before the 15th day of 
September and every two years there- 
after, which was approved March 10, 
1891. This will necessitate the chang- 
ing of the flscal year from January 1 to 
July 1, in order to comply with the law. 
We are of opinion that the change will 
be met with a degree of satisfaction on 
the part of a majority of the railroad 
companies reporting to this commis- 


ing excerpts are taken: 

General Manager A. N. Towne fur- 
nishes the following statement of new 
construction by the Southern Pacific 
Company to July 1, 1891: Porterville 
and Poso, 84 miles; Oakdale and Mer- 
ced, 40 miles; Marysville and Knight’s 
Landing, 27 miles; Ontario and Chino, 
5 miles; Avon and San Ramon, 20} 
miles; Los Banos and Armona, 88 
miles. 

The Southern Pacific Company’s net 
ingome from operation was $12,881,- 
491.42; the Southern California, 
$289,448.84; Atlantic and Pacific (in 
California,) “$91,763.63; San Fran- 
cisco and North Pacific; $277,285.18; 
North Pacific Coast, $77,047.45; Pa- 
cific Coast Railway, $58,410.06; Ne- 
vada, California and Oregon, $9345.78; 
Eel River and Eureka, $71,879.72; 
Nevada County Narrow Gauge, $15,- 
681.31; Visalia and Tulare, $33,- 
616.43. The total net income from op- 
eration was $18,859,800. 90. 

The total number of passengers car- 
ried by all the lines was 19,819,271, 
of which the Southern Pacific catried 
16,556,283. The average rate of fare 
was 8.7 cents a mile. 

The total freight tonnage of the 
Southern Pacific Company was 6,292,- 
069 tons; by the Southern California, 
388,314; Atlantic and Pacific, 246,- 
200; San Francisco and -North Pacific, 
163.905; North Pacific Coast, 91,399. 

The Southern Pacific had 14.521 em- 
ployés in this State; the Southern Cal- 
ifornia 1228 ; Atlantic and Pacific, 681; 
San Francisco and. North Pacific, 481; 


Railway, 89. The total number, which 
includes the employés of fourteen other 
lines, is 17,603. 

The total number ot locomotives run 
was 806, of which the Southern Pacific 
Company ran 721. The total number 
of passenger cars was 1124, of which 
tha Southern Pacific had 931, and of 
freight cars 9852, of which the South- 
ern Pacific had 8583. 

The total number of persons killed by 
accident on California railroads during 
the year was 122; 16 were killed in 
collisions, 2 by derailments, 2 in coup- 
ling cars, 6. at grade crossings and 96 
by other causes. The number of pas- 
sengers killed was 18, injured 118; 
employts killed 49, injured 470; other 
persons killed 55, irjured 145. 

The statement of wages paid to dif- 
ferent employés is full and very inter- 
esting. The Southern Pacific Company 
paid general office clerks an average of 
$3.73 per day; station agents, $2.61; 
engineers, $4.35; firemen. $2.57; con- 
ductors, $8.92; brakemen, $2.90; ma- 
chinists. $3.60: carpenters, $3.19; sec- 
tion men, $1.54; telegraph operators, 
laborers, $2.95. Nearly all 
other lines paid about the same wages, 
‘shading a trifle lower. 

The consumption of fuel by the roads 
amounted to 636,570 tons of coal and 
350,988 cords of wood. The total cost 
of fuel was $4,584,785.64, of whch 
the Southern Pacific Company paid 
$4,072,661.44, burning 542,000 tons 
of coal and 612,887 cords of wood. 

IMPORTANT RAILROAD SUIT. 

A Washington dispatch to the San 
Francisco Chronicle says that E. S. 
Pillsbury, a San Francisco attorney, has’ 


part in the arguments in the cases o 
the United States against the Southern 
and Ceritral Pacific railroads, in which 
the Government seeks to set aside the 
transfer of the Mojave. division of the 
Atlantic and Pacific to the latter by the 
Southern Pacific, and also to annul the 
leases to the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, by which the latter enjoys 
the exclusive right tostring wires to the 
Pacific Coast along the great rail high- 
ways to the West. 

The action is brought under the pro- 
visions of the Anderson act, which was 
passed by Congress at the time of the. 
noted fight between the Western Union 
and the Baltimore and Ohio, when 
Gould ere it best to buy. up the op- 
position and not to fight. Arguments 
were made- yesterday before Justice 
Harlan, Justice Field, who was to have 
heard the case last October, having de- 
clared himself disqualified, and all ad- 
dresses made to the Court were on the 
question of jurisdiction and not on the 
merits of the case. 

The Southern Pacific is a Kentucky 
corporation and suit was brought in the 
Northern district of California, while 
the Atlantic and Pacific does not pos- 
sess a mile of road in California outside 
the Southern district. The arguments 
took up all the time from 10 o'clock in 
the morning until 4:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and then Justice Harlan an- 
nounced that printed briefs could be 
filed up to February 1. as he would not

The men who have the contract to 
build the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phe- 
nix road from Ash Fork to Prescott 
built the Pike’s Peak road in Colorado. 
Yesterday the Stockton division of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad was 
merged into the division of J. H. Whited 
at Fresno and A. D. Wilder at Oakland 
as a matter of economy. 
The cheap excursion rate to San 
Diego for the benefit of the people who 
wanted to see the cruiser San Francisco 
was quite popular, many taking advan- 
tage of the offered opportunity. 
Ever since D. B. Robinson, formerly 
general manager of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, took the management of the 
San Antonio and Aransas Pass there 
has been more or less trouble on that 
little road. Nowthe employés are all 
on a strike and the road is tied up. 
The annual report of the directors of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, 
just issued, shows that the company’s
